Canada’s National Second 
Century Fund, established by 
the federal government in 
1971, has agreed to buy 
$120,000 worth of Saanich land 
for posterity 

The move was agreed upon 
this week — after more than a 
year of discussion and con¬ 
sultation with Saanich and the 
provincial government — to 
make Swan Lake-Christmas 
Hill precinct into a nature 
conservancy. 

Talks were also held this 
week with the B.O. Land 
Commission to obtain 
financing from the Green Belt 
Protection Fund. Saanich 
lands committee chairman 
Aid. Alan Newberry described 
the outcome as ‘approval in 
principle” to provide financial 
support of about $240,000. 

The commission will seek 
priority in the allocation of 
green belt funds for the 
project envisaged as a per¬ 
manent ecological study site 
for public schools and the 
university, and as a natural 
park for all citizens. 


The Second Century money 
will be used to acquire 22.9 
acres of key land and title will 
be held by Canada with a 99- 
year renewable lease to 
Saanich, which will manage 
the project. Title goes to the 
senior government to ensure 
the land is used for the in¬ 
tended purpose in perpetuity. 
Bert Hoffmeister, Second 
Century director, said. 


He expected the purchases 
would be completed within a 
matter of days. 

The whole area en¬ 
compasses about 91 acres, of 
which Saanich already holds 
about half, purchased over the 
past decade for some $230,000. 

Little development other 
than footpaths and footbridges 
is contemplated for the un¬ 
dertaking.

Crew members flashed broad smiles as the 
SISVfoot Japanese stem trawler Koyo Maru II 
came alongside at Ogden Point Thursday, although 
the ship's captain and owners face fines that could 
be as high as $50,000. 

Dwarfing the fisheries patrol vessel Tanu that 
had escorted her down from Cape Scott on the 
northern tip of Vancouver Island, the yellow arrest 
flag flying above her bridge was hauled down 
before her last line was secure.

destroyer escorts HMCS

and HMCS St. Croix were on 
sea exercises.

By the time they reached 
the trawler at 8:15 p.m. she 
had steamed four miles 
outside the Canadian zone. 

With international signal 
flags spelling out “Heave to 
for fisheries inspection,” the 
two warships straddled each 
side of the vessel. 

Bucking heavy seas, 
whipped by 40-knot 
southeasterlies, the destroyer- 
escorts took the trawler to a 
spot near Cape Scott where 
they could wait out the night in 
the lee of the land. 

The 171-foot Tanu is com¬ 
manded by Capt. R. D. 
McLellan Built at Yarrow 
Shipyard in 1968, she has a 
cruising speed of 12 knots and 
has reached a top speed of 15 
knots during sea trials. 

The Japanese vessel is 
listed in Lloyd’s Registry but 
speed statistics are not given. 
It is known, however, that 
many of the ships in the 
Japanese and Russian fleets 
that fish off the west coast are 
capable of outrunning 
fisheries patrol vessels.

socialist laws, the Cariboo 
citizens will have no alter¬ 
native but to leave the 
jurisdiction of the government 
of B.C.,” he told the 
legislature this week.

B.C. first mortgages for lessees only

She was riding high in the 
water on arrival, indicating a 
light cargo aboard. 

The sea saga began 2:45 
p.m. Tuesday when the Koyo 
Maru II was sighted by a 
Canadian Forces’ Tracker 
aircraft. She had her nets out 
and was fishing 20 miles inside 
the exclusive Canadian 
fishing area, midway between 
Queen Charlotte Island and 
Vancouver Island. 

The service plane circled 
the fishing vessel, took aerial 
photos and buzzed the ship. 
Alter reporting the incident, 
the Trucker shadowed the 
trawler as she headed out. 

Fisheries Minister Jack 
Davis, when notified, sent the 
following message to the 
armed forces: "Request you 
arrest Japanese fishing vessel 
Koyo. Maru II, known to be 
fishing in Canadian waters.”

Provincial government first 
mortgages will only be 
available to people who lease. 
Crown land. Housing Minister 
Lome Nicoison revealed this 
week. 

In a major policy speech. 
Nicoison said the new first 
mortgages, announced earlier 
in the budget speech, “will 
initially be restricted to new 
homes or strata title dwellings 
built on leased Crown land.” 

Only people below a certain 
income level will be entitled to 
receive a first mortgage and 
the interest rates on those 
mortgages will vary ac¬ 
cording to income levels. 
Nicoison would not disclose 
what the levels will be. 

The budget allotted $40 


million for the government’s 
first and second mortgage 
programs. With a goal of 1.000 
first mortgages next year, 
nearly $30 million would likely 
be used up. leaving only $10 
million for the long- 
established second mortgage 
scheme. 

Nicoison told reporters this 
was not a problem however 
since “if the fund goes down 
we "11 just replenish the 
funds ” 

All the figures in his speech 
are “goals”, he said, and may 
not be realized. 

Mortgage money will also 
be available to homeowners 
who wish to convert part of 
their dwellings into new rental 
accommodation, he said. 


adding that “duplexing” will 
prove an important method of 
providing new urban housing 
units. 

Vast areas of Vancouver 
should take advantage of this 
home conversion program, he 
said, by extending two-family 
dwelling zoning throughout 
the municipalities and 
bringing an end “to the fiction 
of illegal suites.” 

Nicoison said the $50 million 
set aside in the budget for 
housing and development will 
provide the following: 

—Initiation of 2,500 family 
rental housing units 
throughout the province. 

—3.000 senior citizens 
housing units. 

—Land for 1,500 co¬ 
operative housing units. 


—Servicing of 1,000 home 
lots on Crown subdivisions. 

—Continued land purchase 
and assembly. 

In the last year the 
government has acquired 746 
acres for housing and 1,000 co¬ 
operative rental dwellings are 
under construction or in the 
planning stage on those lands, 
he said 

This year, he told the 
legislature, his department 
will emphasize “quick 
housing starts rather than 
long term land banking” and 
will lease rather than sell land 
it holds, to prevent “‘further 
private speculation” on 
windfall land profits. 

He announced a number of 
legislative changes to en¬ 


courage municipalities to 
support new housing moves. 

The government is 
arranging for municipalities 
to prepare plans and accept 
bids for servicing land with 
water and sewers and will 
underwrite the cost. 

In response to complaints 
from municipalities about tax 
exemptions granted to senior 
citizens housing projects, the 
government will bring in 
legislation allowing 
municipalities to tax these 
accommodations if they wish 

"To protect elderly 
residents from rent increases 
resulting from this change,” 
he said, ‘“the department of 
housing will be w illing to enter 
into rent supplement 
agreements with the sponsors 


of Elderly Citizens Housing 
Aid Act developments." 

Finally, the government 
will abolish the requirement 
that municipalities pay 124 
per cent of the derating 
subsidies for family rental 
housing developments. 

Public housing under the 
NDP will not be restricted to 
low income groups, he said, 
but will service a wide range 
of income groups and sub¬ 
sidized units will not exceed 
one-quarter of the entire 
residences. 

Nicoison said he could “not 
possibly” estimate how many 
new housing units the 
government’s $115 million 
program will produce in the 
next year.

The North American: a hopeless romantic 

who suffers most in wayward love affairs 


Rather large numbers of the ladies who take The Express, 
bless their little hearts, have been outraged by the notes here 
recently on the perils of The Bright Women. ’ 

I had ventured the opinion, as you may recall, that one of the 
reasons for the record Canadian divorce rate might be the fact 
that some men marry the girl of their choice because of her 
looks or her charm or her cooking or even the way she laughed 
at his jokes, only to discover, too late, that he has invested in an 
opinionated and domineering life’s partner. 

There is, ol course, deception on both sides during any 
courtship but I still feel that the male is more often fooled than 
the female and so I stand by my opinion, even if so many of the 
girls do want to answer that column with a horse-whip. 

What really hurts, though, is the fact that I happen to 
believe, traitorous as it may seem, that a good four out of five 
marriages that end on the rocks are steered there by the males. 

It was Ernest Hemmingway who once described a breed he 
called ‘‘the North American boy-men” and this term has 


become popular with psychologists to explain away many of the 
lunacies of our society. 

It is neither an altogether fair nor accurate assessment of 
North American men, in my opinion. Yet it exactly fits a great 
many who break the bonds of matrimony not for any valid 
reasons of incompatibility but simply out of a kind of aging 
boyishness. 

It may be said, and often is, that the rising divorce rate is a 
symbol of the continuing years of anxiety in which we still live 
under the shadow of The Big Bomb. 

I am inclined to think that it is linked more directly with the 
immaturity of the kind of husband who might be called The Big 
Boob. ..... .. 

A significant aspect of the divorce figures, in justifying this 
assumption that the male is often to blame, is the fact that a 
high percentage of busted marriages involve people of middle 
age who have been in wedlock anywhere from 12 to 20 years and 
sometimes more. 

These are people who, presumably, have built a home and 
family together, have shared those intimate experiences of 


creating lives with rewards and a sense of purpose. Then — 
whap! — it all disintegrates in a cloud of dust. 

They are men and women in their forties or a year or two on 
either side and this is a time of emotional adjustment for most of 
them — the so-called “dangerous years." 

Many women seem to react with anxieties. Miss Ann 
Landers, an authority on such matters, has said in a recent 
interview that it is an age when large numbers of unsettled 
women try to solve their difficulties with a secret bottle in the 
cupboard. 

For many men, on the other hand, a mild form of panic often 
develops at the prospect of permanently leaving behind their 
youth. 

The pattern is by no means limited to North American men. 
Unhappily the North American man, lacking in worldliness or 
the capacity for deceit, seems unable to have his little fling 
without bringing down in ruins the whole structure of marriage, 
home and family. 

In his temporary lust for the fountain of youth The Big Boob 
may become thoroughly confused. 


Should he become involved in even the pio6t transient affair 
his reactions of remorse and guilt may lead him into 
unreasoning resentment toward his wife and eventually the 
final break-down of their relations. 

He is, in short, the hopeless romantic and this can wipe out 
all considerations of duty, loyalty or appreciation. 

Women, on the other hand, seem to have a much more 
mature outlook and, indeed, will often sacrifice pride to hold 
together a marriage. 

There are very few women, to cite one example, who would 
be so carried away emotionally that they’d overlook the effect 
that divorce inevitably has on children. 

And in the end. I believe, it is the man who suffers the most. 

The rapture of that unaccustomed freedom, the illusion 
that it has somehow lightened the load of his years, isn’t going 
to last forever. 

In the end he is apt to be a pathetic figure shorn of all those 
timeless values of the marital partnership that lie on the other 
side of the dangerous years.

Victoria, according to one disgruntled restaurant owner, is 
a hamburger-oriented town. 

Baloney. Or to be more precise, prosciutto. Over the past 
couple of years Victoria has become a champagne city 
definitely a sparkling burgundy rather than a seltzer bottle one. 

As a practising gourmet — some spell that g-l-u-t-t-o-n — in 
several major cities, I would now rank Victoria as far superior 
to most cities its size both in calibre, quantity and quality of fine 
dining places, and on a par with several metropolises far bigger. 

What’s more, it’s still easy here to satisfy steak tastes on 
little more than a hamburger budget. 

And, it’s not all for the tourist trade. Nor yet for the carriage 
trade. 

Walk into any good restaurant, licensed or not, at eight in 
the evening and you will find it filled with appreciative diners. 
Furthermore, the spread now has become wide enough that 
there’s something to cater to all tastes from cordon bleu to 
curries to that staple of the undecided, Chinese food. 

To complement the menus, wine lists have burgeoned even 
though, as the catering manager of one hotel confesses, most 
diners don’t have the foggiest idea of what wine to order with 
what meal. 

But that doesn’t really matter, he adds. Wine is basically a 
matter of personal preference and it doesn't really matter what 
you drink as long as you enjoy it, even if most people have had it 
hammered into their subconscious somewhere along the way 
that you drink a white with fish and fowl and a red with meat. 

What’s more the calibre of service and personal attention 
here is far above what is considered the norm in Toronto, 
Montreal and even that little burg across the pond. 

Dining out here is a pleasure and, as I’ve said, relatively 
painless on the pocketbook. 

With $30 in my pocket in Victoria, 1 can assure myself and a 
companion of a far better meal — better prepared, better served 
and in more pleasant surroundings — than the equivalent 
amount of cash could provide me with in the East. There, it 
would barely be enough to get me past the wine list in a 
restaurant the calibre of, say, Felice’s, Jason’s or the Coq au 
Vin — let alone as far as the entrees. 

And, anywhere where it did, I would likely as not have a 
queasy feeling in my stomach as well as a rising gorge of anger 
over sloppy service and food that didn’t come up to scratch. 

Might I suggest, sir, that if you persist in your feeling that 
Victoria is a “hamburger-oriented town," you shuck yourself of 
your present premises and apply for a fast-fry franchise.

The transfer will result in 
substantial savings for 
municipalities which, until 
now, have had to pay for the 
administration of provincial 
courts.

Battle defers 
land purchase 


Provincial government 
plans to buy large blocks of 
land for future housing 
development in the Highlands, 
northwest of Victoria, have 
been complicated by a legal 
battle between a local 
developer and Rayonier 
(Canada) Ltd. for control of 
about 2,200 acres in the area. 

J. W. Adams, president of 
Triangle Mountain Farms 
Ltd., is suing Rayonier, 
claiming it failed to meet 
terms of an agreement for 
sale negotiated last year. 
Under the agreement, Adams 
says, he had the option to buy 
2,170 acres for $1 million. 

A Rayonier spokesman said 
this week the company is 
defending the action and is 
anxious for a speedy 
resolution of the case because 
of the interest being shown in 
the land. 

The provincial government 
has already purchased a 
substantial part of about 4,000 
acres in the Highlands in a 
land bank program aimed at 
making room for anticipated 
population growth of at least 
35,000 people. 

The land is being assembled 


with the knowledge of the 
Capital Regional Board and 
regional directors this week 
called on the province to 
ensure no provincial land in 
the area would be sold until 
the board had a chance to 
consider a Highlands 
development plan. 

The land in dispute between 
Rayonier and Adams is un¬ 
derstood to be crucial to the 
province’s land bank plans. 
Adams has been told he won’t 
get a court hearing until early 
next year and he says it could 
take up to five years to have 
the matter resolved. 

He said if he is able to get 
the land for $1 million, he 
would be willing to sell it to the 
province for $1,250,000. 

The Rayonier spokesman 
said the company bought the 
land about 18 years ago for 
future logging. It had 
previously been logged many 
years ago with some minor 
logging in more recent years. 

The property involves 916 
acres in the vicinity of Third 
Lake, 481 acres near Scafe 
Hill alongside the B.C. Hydro 
right-of-way and almost 800 
acres near Mount Finlayson.

Victoria city aldermen 
stepped to the edge of heritage 
preservation, looked down 
into a yawning chasm of 
problems and difficulties . . . 
and retreated hastily. 

This week’s meeting was to 
have seen city council exer¬ 
cising its new-found powers 
under the Municipal Act to 
designate several old 
buildings on Wharf Street as 
heritage structures, thus 
virtually imposing a "freeze” 
on them and assuring their 
preservation. 

But the draft bylaw was 
tabled after several of the 
property owners affected 
voiced concern over the likely 
impact on property values, 
and the almost total 
restrictions which heritage 
designation would place on 
their right to demolish, 
modify or otherwise dispose of 
their buildings. 

To the protestors, Acting 
Mayor Aid. Alf Hood admitted 
that many questions have to 
be answered and careful study 
undertaken before council can 
start to implement its 
heritage-guarding policies. 
One of the key issues, he said, 
will be determining the degree 
to which the city is liable for 
financially compensating 
aggrieved property owners. 

Developer Hans Hartwig, 
who owns the historic 
Finlayson Building on Wharf, 
and has tentative plans to 
include it in a new office- 
commercial comptex ad¬ 
jacent to the proposed Reid 
Centre, told council he would 
have no objection to heritage 
designation so long as he was 
allowed certain development 
concessions. 

The existing old buildings 
should not be taken into ac- 
cotmt in calculating the over¬ 
all permitted density of 
development, thus allowing 
the developer some incentive. 

G. Fitzpatrick Dunn, a 
director of Hall and Company, 
owners of the MacDonald 
Building at 1205-1213 Wharf, 
drew a laugh when he 
remarked the building is 
"closer to garbage than 
heritage.” 

Dunn said the building has 
had four major changes in its 
century-plus life, and any 
similarities between the 
present building and the 
original structure were 
"purely coincidental." 
Heritage designation would 
involve a significant drop in 
the property’s value, he 
claimed. 

K. R. Aiers, principal of the 
company owning 1218 Wharf, 
claimed the designation would 
involve a drop in value of 
between 30 and 40 per cent. He 
asked who would be 
responsible for improving the 
external appearance of the 
building, adding that his 
company didn’t have the 
money to "fool around with 
this other than making the 
inside a little bit more useful 
than it is at the moment.” 

Another property owner, 
Bill Hilborn, president of 
Oakland Industries, said there 
appears little worth preser¬ 
ving in his building at 1302- 
1306 Wharf. "The sooner it 
falls down the better,” he 
added. 

Alan Kramer, 1314-1316-1318 
Wharf, told aldermen he was 
surprised that members of the 
Heritage Advisory Committee 
who recommended the 
buildings for designation 
didn’t check the interior 
structural condition before 
handing in their report. 

That comment obviously 
shocked Aid. Tom Christie, 
who grumbled that "the whole 
exercise is turning into a 
farce.” 


Beehive at General 

Hospital beds 
at a premium 


Victoria’s two general 
hospitals are wrestling with 
patient loads which have filled 
almost every bed. oc¬ 
casionally pushed patients 
into corridors and, in some 
cases, delayed urgent 
surgery. 

Occupancy at Royal Jubilee 
Hospital, where patients have 
been located in treatment 
rooms and temporarily in 
corridors, hit 98 per cent this 
week. Just about the only 
empty beds in the hospital are 
in the obstetrics ward. 

At Victoria General, there 
were 409 patients in the 428- 
bed hospital at mid-week and 
at one point seven patients 
had to be temporarily ac¬ 
commodated in the 
emergency care area. 

Dr. A. C. Pickles, executive 
director at Jubilee, said that 
in one day last week 36 


patients had to be admitted as 
emergency cases. 

Pressure from the patient 
load has forced some urgent 
surgery cases to be delayed 
one to two weeks, he said. 

At Eric Martin Institute for 
psychiatric care, there are 106 
adult patients for the 110 beds 
available and the 10-bed ward 
for children is full. 

A spokesman at Victoria 
General said patients oc¬ 
casionally have to be placed in 
sunrooms temporarily but so 
far none has been forced into 
corridors. 

Pickles said he knows of no 
single reason why the load on 
hospitals has peaked now but 
February is traditionally the 
heaviest month of the year. 

The Victoria General 
spokesman said it’s the time 
of year when respiratory 
infections hit hard at the 
community’s large population 
of elderly.

But now there is an alter¬ 
native in Greater Victoria. 

At Fellowship Centre, 1121 
Vancouver Street, there is 
crib and checkers, counselling 
and conversation, ping pong 
and, hopefully soon. Friday 
and Saturday night dances — 
all provided with coffee as the 
strongest stimulant. 

The centre, which opened 
Jan. 15, is operating on a 
Local Initiatives Project 
grant of $15,400 for its five 
staff people, rent, telephone 
and coffee supplies. It is open 
from 10 a.m. daily, without a 
set closing hour. 

“We feel this is a logical 
next step after the actual 
sobering up,” says sponsor 
Larry Sigurdson. “People are 
fat ed with making a new life 
for themselves. They need to 
make new friends, and they 
netd a place for recreation 
that doesn't rely on liquor." 

The idea is to provide a 
social centre where recovered 
alcoholics can stop for coffee 
on the way home from work, a 
place where lonely people, 
particularly those whose 
homes have been broken 
because of alcohol can sit and 
talk with friends. 

“We don't limit the centre to 
recovered alcoholics, 
stresses Sigurdson. "We 
welcome anyone who cares to 
drop in. If they have problems 
they can talk them over with 
our counsellors, and if 
necessary we’ll refer them to 
other,agencies. If they don't 
have problems they are 
welcome all the same."

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Field fiasco mars rugby international 


Irked Victoria Rugby Union 
officials are renewing their 
feud with city aldermen and 
have started sniping at them 
again over a fence that isn’t 
there. 

The trouble is the union has 
at its disposal what is 
recognized as one of the best 
rugby fields in Canada but 
can’t use it for an in¬ 
ternational match March 16 
between New South Wales and 
B.C. 

Macdonald Park, Victoria’s 
main rugby ground for years, 
was rendered useless to the 
Union when the city council 
removed the fence and 
declared it an "open park.” It 
is now not possible for the 


union to charge at the gate 
and recoup the expenses in¬ 
volving in bringing a touring 
team here. 

The Union, notified only last 
week of the exact dates of the 
Australian team’s visit, tried 
to get the game played at 
Royal Athletic Park but was 
turned down. 

"Jack Morgan (the city’s 
director of community ac¬ 
tivities) was very helpful,” 
Rugby Union president Don 
Burgess said this week. "He 
told us the park was already 
booked for a soccer game that 
day and offered us the use of 
the field that night.” 

But, Burgess said, the 
visiting Australians are being 
hosted at a B.C. government 
dinner that night so have to 


play in the afternoon. They 
can't play Sunday as they 
have a flight out at noon. 

Both Morgan and Burgess 
approached Victoria Gorge 
Molsons, who are scheduled to 
play Victoria London Boxing 
Club in a B.C. Soccer League 
game that day, to see if they 
would either switch to playing 
Sunday or play Saturday at 
Centennial Stadium. The club, 
worried about losing money, 
refused. 

It’s understandable. This is 
the second of two big local 
derbies of the season. There 
were 800 fans there when the 
clubs met the first time and 
London Boxing Club picked up 
the cash. Now it's Gorge’s 
home game and the Molsons 
want their share. 

"There is no way we are 


going to get 800 to 1,000 people 
out at Centennial Stadium,” 
said Gorge-coach Dave Keith. 
"We have a commitment to 
the league and to our fans.” 

Gorge president Larry 
Marshall would "like to oblige 
the rugby people" but says the 
club can’t afford to. "If we 
change to Sunday then we’re 
battling 18 games that day in 
thq Vancouver Island Soccer 
League. Sorry, but this is 
probably our only chance to 
get a good crowd.” 

Maurice Wrixon, long time 
Rugby Union public relations 
spokesman, was disappointed 
in the lack of cooperation 
between the sports. “They are 
only playing a local soccer 
game and this is a rugby in¬ 
ternational match,” Wrixon 
said. "We don’t get many 
internationals as it is.” 


"The soccer people already 
had the ground booked and we 
know we have no claim,” said 
Burgess. "We are just a little 
disappointed they haven’t co¬ 
operated a bit more.” 

The result is that the New 
South Wales - B.C. game will 
have to be played on the 
Centennial Stadium which, 
say union officials, is too 
narrow for rugby and is also 
dangerous. 

"The field at the stadium is 
only 63 yards wide and that’s 
12 yards less than regulation 
width," Burgess pointed out. 

Visiting players and of¬ 
ficials have bitterly criticized 
Centennial Stadium as unfit 
for rugby because the size 
ruins wing-threequarter play 
and players appear loath to 


run hard as they can easily 
crash onto the surrounding 
blacktop running track. 

Burgess said the union was 
not "pointing the black finger 
at the soccer people,” but 
holds the city council to blame 
for not having a proper field at 


Centennial Stadium and for 
taking the fence down at 
Macdonald Park. 

"Having wily one park in 
the city (Royal Athletic) 
available and suitable for rep 
games in all sports is 
ridiculous,” said Burgess. 


“The Rugby Union has over 
the years put a lot of money 
into Macdonald Park and we 
were promised it would 
always be for rugby. We are 
even prepared to pay to have 
the fence re-established 
around our park.”

tember and had trained hard 
for this race with his eye on a 
medal. 

Morris was a "bit upset" 
about the fuss they made of 
Grace, who had gone down a 
few weeks earlier, in the 
papers there. Grace is a 
former New Zealander from 
Auckland and, says Morris, 
"they didn’t let him forget it 
for a second ” 

An immigrant himself from 
Scotland just under eight 
years ago who says he now 
thinks like a Canadian, Morris 
said Grace regards himself asi 
a Canadian and wants to be 
called one 

The newspapers established 
Grace as the pre-Games 
favorite after he won two 
races in Christchurch. Morris 
was third in both. 

But, said Morris, the 
competition was only average 
and the big test didn't come 
until the Games road race. 

"Max was just too hot 
before the Games, he won 
everything and showed 
himself too much," Morris 
said. "It was as though he 
desperately had to prove 
something.” 

“Then when the big race 
came, Grace was really 
scared of that hill — he just 
stayed back all the time,” 
Morris said. "But the hill was 
unbelievable. No one in 
Canada could have done that 
course." 

Morris described New 
Zealanders he and his wife 
Ann had met as "warm, 
friendly people" who lead a 
slow-pace life, but said 
cycling officials there are 
"small-minded.’’ 

The Games road race 
course was designed 
especially for New Zealand's 
own national champion, Vern 
Hannaray, said Morris. 

"He’s an expert on the hills 
— a mountain goat, we call 
them,” Morris added. "Each 
day. there were headlines in 
the local sports pages like 
Hannaray Smiles When He 
Sees The Hill’ only we got to 
smile instead when he finished 
fourth and out of the medals.” 

The New Zealanders held 
their national championships 
and Games-selection races on 
the Christchurch hill course 
but refused requests by the 
Canadians to ride in either of 
those events. 

"The reason was that they 
wanted to be the only ones to 
have competed on the course 
and have the advantage over 
everyone else," said Morris. 
"It was very childish." 

"So. when we went in the big 
race, it was our first com¬ 
petition on the course,” 
Morris said. “The course 
defeated most of the riders, 
whereas what should beat 
riders is other riders.” 

Intense Down Under heat 
joined the hill as a foe of the 
riders on race day, the final 
day of the Games, and 
Australian Clyde Sefton, 
another recognized "moun¬ 
tain goat" and the silver 
medalist at the Munich 
Olympics, was the winner. 

Phil Griffiths, a good hill- 
climber from England, was 
second and Reno Sansonnetti, 
a transplanted Italian now in 
Australia, was third. Grace 
was 10th and Morris 12th. 
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Morris, who "felt really on 
top of it” in the training races, 
was bitterly disappointed. 

"Here in Canada, we have 
much shorter road circuits so 
the crowd can watch the 
riders easier,” he said. "But 
in New Zealand they still 
follow the Tour de France 
concept of cycling with six 
day road races from Auckland 
to Wellington.” 

But Morris dispelled any 
idea the Canadians were 
trailing their Down Under 
counterparts in talent. "Apart 
from a few top riders, they 
really haven’t much com¬ 
petition. We have a higher 
standard here in B.C. than 
they have in all New 
Zealand.” 

Morris, too, played down the 
"riot" angle of the Games 


closing ceremonies, saying 
that, unlike the Olympics, 
these are traditionally "fun 
games" and that this time 
they just “got a little out of 
hand.” 

Now 29, Morris who gets 
generous leave allocation 
from his job as a draftsman 
with the B.C. Public Works 
Department, could have his 
eye on a Canadian-team tour 
of Europe leading up to the 
world championships in 
Montreal this August 

But he won't say for sure. 
This time, things have to be 
arranged better or he’s not 
interested It’s something 
about a rift between Canadian 
cyclists and officials. 

"But, well, that’s another 
story . . Morris says with a 
grin.

The 2,500 motorists in the 
province whose auto in¬ 
surance expired Friday, and 
who could not get.coverage 
until March 1, will receive 
interim insurance free from 
Insurance corporation of B.C. 

The gift — to apply to those 
who could not get coverage 
when private firms left the 
province and daily rates for 
interim insurance spiralled — 
is available from agents 
authorized to issue pink slips, 
a spokesman said. 

The corporation has decided 
to step in and underwrite any 
losses, he added. 

Basic insurance will provide 
for $50,000 liability and ac¬ 
cident benefits as demanded 
by law. For a payment of $10 
the motorist will get collision 
with $250 deductible, com¬ 
prehensive with $50 deductible 
and $ 100,000 liability. 

The interim coverage will 
also apply to persons who buy 
new autos for private use 
during the next two weeks.

Drivers wait 
for $ 10 bite 


If you have insured your car 
through an Autoplan agent 
before the March l deadline, 
you can sit back until the 
latter part of the month when 
your new driver’s certificate 
application should be mailed 
to you. 

But this certificate, ac¬ 
cording to an ICBC 
spokesman, is not a 
replacement for the usual 
five-year, $5 driver’s licence. 
It is an additional $io charge 
levied annually. 

ICBC said the new cer¬ 
tificate serves two functions: 
To spread the insurance load 
“bore equitably” over all 
B.C. drivers, whether vehicle- 
owners or not. and to penalize 
had drivers by making them 
pay heavily for driving 
privileges. 

Drivers who have ac¬ 
cumulated more than five 
penalty points during the past 
three years will have to pay 
the square of that points 
number in dollars as an ad¬ 
ditional payment toqualify for 
their certificate. 

In other words the man with 
six penalty points will pay $36 
plus $10 making $46 for his 
certificate. Someone with 20 
points will pay $410. 

The certificate, for which 
payment will not have to be 
made until May 1, will 


validate the five-year driver’s 
licence and. like the licence, 
will be dated according to the 
motorist’s birthday. 

So this year most drivers 
will pay less or more than a 
year’s worth of their cer¬ 
tificate depending on when 
their birth-date falls. 


The provincial government 
is considering establishing 
B.C.’s first wilderness park, 
Resources Minister Bob 
Williams said this week. 

Williams said the area 
under consideration is a 300- 
square-mile alpine region in 
the Purcell Mountains, near 
Kaslo, between the east and 
west Kootenays. 

Williams also told the 
legislature that better forest 
management policies for the 
Kootenays are in the works. 

It was the government’s 
aim to shift logging operations 
from high-level to lower 
areas, thus protecting wildlife 
and the environment. 

Logging roads, the minister 
said, will not be built until one 
year before actual logging 
operations begin. 

Outside the house, Jim 
Chabot, Social Credit MLA for 
Columbia River, said the 
proposed phasing-out of 
logging operations in the 
upper regions of the 
Kootenays could have 
"serious economic con¬ 
sequences’’ for his con¬ 
stituency. 

To restrict logging 
operations in some of the high- 
level areas is probably 
desirable, but to just cut out 
logging altogether could be 
economically harmful, Chabot 
claimed. 

But Williams told reporters 
this possibility had been taken 
into consideration. He added 
there are many areas in the 
lower Kootenays that are, at 
present, underlogged. 
Protecting the higher areas, 
he said, would only mean a 
shift in logging activity. 

Apart from these glimpses 
into his department’s future 
plans, Williams spent most of 


the time telling the legislature 
about past achievements of 
the government in the area of 
northern development 
He said the government's 
purchase of Canadian 
Cellulose, for instance, had 
prevented a severe economic 
depression in northern B.C. 
while, at the same time, 
keeping "absentee landlords" 
from creating a tax haven.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. - 
The Gumnick bubble has 
burst. 

Gumnicks are a capsule¬ 
shaped variety of bubble gum 
produced by the Topps 
Chewing Gum Co. and 
because a Florida mother 
discovered her children 
pretending they were drugs, 
the firm has decided to change 
the shape. 

From now on, Gumnicks 
will look like jelly beans. 

The mother, Connie Ward, 
launched a campaign to oust 
Gumnicks from candy store 
counters when she heard one 
of her children say, “Let’s get 
high," on the bubble gum 
capsules. 

"These things are preparing 
the children of today for 
something bigger and better 
tomorrow and I don’t like it,” 
said Mrs. Ward. “I’m 
worried.’’ 

"She found her three 
daughters, age 13, 12 and 11, 
carrying the bubble gum 
capsules in a medicine bottle. 


Gumnicks come in a variety 
of bright colors and phar¬ 
macists told Mrs. Ward they 
looked like amphetamine and 
barbiturate pills. 

When Mrs. Ward squawked, 
Daytona Beach city com¬ 
mission passed a resolution 
against the Gumnicks and 
two candy store chains with¬ 
drew them from the sales 
racks. 

Finally, Topps group 
marketing manager Melvin 
Poretz announced in New 
York the shape would be 
changed. He said the company 
did not purposely make the 
shape to resemble drugs, but 
"it's almost impossible to 
make candy that in some form 
or other doesn’t represent a 
pharmaceutical. 

"Every household in 
America is full of pills and 
mother and father are pop¬ 
ping all the time," Poretz 
added. "It’s the parents that 
are encouraging the kids to 
take drugs, not the candy."

TRUDEAU OFFER 


Solzhenitsyn welcome 


OTTAWA—Prime Minister 
Trudeau said this week that 
recently-exiled Soviet author 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn is 
welcome to make his home in 
Canada if he chooses but the 
government does not plan to 
offer him political asylum. 

The "prime minister added 
that Solzhenitsyn would be 
accepted as an immigrant — 
not for political reasons — but 


because he is an outstanding 
intellectual and writer. 

Solzhenitsyn flew out of 
Moscow Wednesday after his 
arrest by Soviet police He 
landed in Frankfurt where he 
is staying with a fellow Nobel 
prize winner Heinrich Boell. 

West Germany has issued 
the Russian writer with a one- 
year passport. Reports in¬ 
dicated that he may even¬ 


tually settle in a Scan- 
danavian country. 

“Because of my family, I 
cannot say anything,” he said 
after arriving in Frankfurt. "I 
can give no interview. Not 
today, not tomorrow and not 
in the next couple of days. I 
must think things over.” 

In Moscow the Soviet news 
agency Tass said Solzhenit¬ 
syn’s family (a wife and two 


children) would be allowed to 
join him" when they deem it 
necessary." 

However on Thursday Mrs. 
Solzhenitsyn told reporters 
that she would not confirm 
any travel plans and ex¬ 
pressed anger at their 
questioning. 

Solzhenitsyn. 55. won the 
Nobel Prize in 1970 for his

Ottawa: Belt up 


OTTAWA — Laws making 
the wearing of auto seat belts 
compulsory will be urged on 
all provincial governments by 
their respective health 
ministers. 

This was one of the 
unanimous decisions reached 
during a two-day conference 
here of provincial health 
ministers. Also planned is a 
countrywide attack on 
alcoholism, said to be a prime 
ingredient in traffic accidents. 

Federal Health Minister 
Marc Lalonde said universal 
wearing of seat belts could cut 
down on traffic deaths by 15 
per cent and reduce Canada's 
hospital costs by $400 million 
annually. 

WINNIPEG Premier Ed 
Schreyer has announced a 
$798.6 million spending 
program for the fiscal year 
beginning April I including a 
$200-a-month guaranteed 
income for pensioners. 

The program is up 15.2 per 
cent from estimates for the 
present year, but as in the 


past, almost two-thirds of it is 
earmarked for fields of 
health, welfare and education. 

OTTAWA - Denis 
Routhier. 19. has been 
charged with theft from the 
mint — of 3,240 freshly-minted 
quarters. 

He was employed in the 
examining room where 
quarters come off the press 
and are bagged for weighing.

HOUSING SHORTAGE CRITICAL ' 


No place like home 
... If you have one 


For too many people in 
Victoria, there is no place to 
call home, according to Jim 
Nelson, director of Victoria 
Rental Aid Serice. 

The housing shortage in the 
city remains critical and what 
some people are forced to call 
home could more suitably be 
labelled “condemned”, 
Nelson said. 

“Home is the foundation of 
the family unit, which is the 
foundation of our future 
generations' stability and that 
of our society. 

“We want proper housing to 
fill our need, not institutions 
overflowing with the despair 
of the deprived." 

The Rental Aid Service, 
established by Nelson as a 
non-profit organization in 
1972, has 17 people working in 
its Hillside office handling 
registrations from both 
tenants and landlords.

Residents of the area “are 
suffering without recourse 
because of errors made by 
government employees,” 
Langford alternate director 
Jim London told the board. 


that his service had been 
given a $350 per month grant 
from the provincial depart¬ 
ment of human resources. 

“We asked for a grant that 
would cover two salaries but 
I’m really happy about what 
they gave us,” Nelson said. 

The service was previously 
operated on a $90 a month 
grant that was a combination 
of funds from Saanich, 
Esquimau and Oak Bay 
municipal councils.

Bill 71

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Crime wave stays with local theatre screens 


By Express Movie Writer 
Films about organized 
crime have been with us a 
long time but over the past 
decade they have drifted 
away from the semi¬ 
documentary flicks of the 40s 
and ’50s which usually focused 
on some small Florida 
community and came replete 



with sonorous voice-over 
warning that It Could Happen 
Here. 

It was The Godfather that 
spawned a whole new era of 
Family movies, zeroing in on 
the fact that Mafia leaders 
have both upper and lower 
case families.

Bosun's Marina Ltd. in 
Tsehum Harbor is expected to 
be finished before next 
summer, said Dick Chudley of 
Bosun’s.
